2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claims 1 -1 2, the prior art of record fails to teach of a mobile terminal that has a plurality 
of multicast IP network interfaces all based on the same IP multicasting address and 
belonging to the same group. The closest reference, Kumaki et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
6,473,41 1 ), teaches of a method of soft handoff of a mobile terminal in an IP wireless 
network, but fails to teach of the mobile terminal having a plurality of multicast IP 
network interfaces all based on the same IP multicasting address and belonging to the 
same group. Additionally, Rinchiuso et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,144,651) and (U.S. Patent 
No. 6,104,709), both teach of the multicast transmission originating from a remote unit 
in communication with one base station.
